During the last week.” the Bald­ 
win Elevator company of Decatur, 
111., said today, “there has been a 
very definite change in the appear­ 
ance of corn fields. Tile husks and 
stalks have changed from deep 
green to the brown shade of ma­ 
turity.’’ 
Grain experts explained that the 
corn was "denting”—which meant 
that little dents, or creases, w’ere 
appearing on the top of those yellow 
kernels which you eat when you or­ 
der corn-on-the-cob. 
This in turn means that the corn 
was drying out, that moisture was 
withdrawing from the kernels, leav­ 
ing the indenture on top, and that 
the kernel was hardening.
